City Manager R. W. Peterson 
yesterday asked the city council 
to approve the hiring of a super­ 
visor for the school playground In 
the Veterans and Desert Tracts, 
which would allow youngsters in 
that area to use the school grounds 
for sports. 
The use of the Cielo Vista school 
grounds for this acUvity has been 
under discussion for some time, 
with the city proposing to allow 
the playgrounds to be open with­ 
out a supervisor.

Recently there have appeared 
news Items in the dally press 
concerning Ihe discovery of a 
new drug taken by mouth to con­ 
trol diabetes. 
This substance, labelled Orin­ 
ase. is one of the family of sulfa 
drugs which caine onto the scene 
sonic 20 years ago and which 
have a peculiar ability to destroy 
certain types of disease produc­ 
ing organisms. 
In the taking nf this substance 
Orinase, which is a sulfonylurea 
and which as very frequently 
happens was accidently discovr 
ered in the course of its being 
used (or some other purpose, 
there is a lowering of the blood 
sugar in the body. 


THE DRUG IS 
largely non­ 
toxic and whatever minor side 
effects or ill effects arise from 
it come on immediately after its 
taking and are easily controlled 
One can imagine how wonderful 
this discovery will be whan put 
to use. in that hypodermic injec­ 
tions of insulin should no longer 
be required. 
According to various reports in 
its experimental usage 90-79 per 
cent of patients with diabetes 
mellitus have their disease con­ 
trolled. 


FINDINGS AT THIS time In­ 
dicate that the drug has a very 
profound effect upon the metabol­ 
ism or chemistry of the fats and 
proteins and also as stated pro­ 
duces a lowering of the blood 
sugar throughout the body. 
It will find its greatest use in 
Individuals over 25 years of age 
and as it is increasingly used in 
older people it will be more suc­ 
cessful among them. It seems to 
produce an Increase in size of 
the celia which manufacture in­ 
sulin in the pancreas in the body 
even though the pancreas itself 
gradually diminishes in size. 
It thus apparently produces ad­ 
ditional amounts of insulin which 
la so essential in controlling the 
metabolism ol sugars in the body. 


THE CLINICAL trials which so 


far have been made upon soma 
1.1.000 patients in the country and 
perhaps a like amount in Europe 
indicate only beneficial results. 
We have tn this country at thia 
time over two million individuals 
in whom diabetes mellitus very 
frequently term ed 
"sugar dia­ 
betes" by the laiety Is a serious 
disease. 
This 
medicament 
should 
be 
available to the practitioners of 
medicine for general usage by 
this coming sum m er. Your phy­ 
sician should also have all of the 
knowledge necessary concerning 
its us* so that it can be properly 
applied and supervised until there 
is a definite certainty established 
in each case concerning its bene­ 
fits.

GRIN AND BEAR IT 
By LICHTY 


Received a thumbnail educa­ 
tion in medicine the other day 
at the home of Dr. Alfred Strauss 
Now the discussion was on a 
very high level. The two doctors, 
quite considerate of each other's 
opinion, were Dr. Strauss and 
Dr. J. E. Bittner of Yakima, 
Washington. 
To Summ arize - Dr. Strausa. 
home owner here for many years 
and famed physician, discussed 
that part of medicine which is 
close to his heart, the ultimate 
cure of cancer. And by the way. 
It will be cured eventually. This 
last statem ent in my own but 
judging from the enthuaiasm of 
both of these men of medicine 
It ia eaay to conclude that the 
reason and cause of cancer la 
Just beyond the threshold of com­ 
prehension. 


DR. BITTNER In hia studies 
has found that both cancer and 
heart disease follow a certain pal- 
ern based on climatology and 
that both are caused by an un­ 
known virus. 
Dr. Strauss was at variance In 
opinion with Dr. Bittner but he 
reiterated tim e and again that 
his mind w as not closed to the 
possibility that cancer is caused 
by a virus. 
"It ts only that my experience 
over a period of maoy years has 
not proven that to be correct. I 
believe that there docs exist the 
possibility that coagulation of the 
center cancer cells may immun­ 
ize a person against that disease. 


THE 
IMMUNIZATION factor 
then cam e into play as part of 
the discussion. How is one im­ 
munized against a disease unless 
that ailment is caused by an 
agent outside the body or one 
that is taken into the body through 
mouth, nose or through food. 
But Dr. Strauss indicated In­ 
terest in Dr. Bittner's theory that 
certain heart conditions may be 
caused by infection by an un­ 
known virus. 
ft was a friendly discussion. 
Full of m any things that cer­ 
tainly inlerested the layman In 
me insofar as medicine goes. 
You must rem em ber that Dr. 
Bittner ia of the belief that 
there is a less Incidence of can­ 
cer and heart disease among 
people who live in sun countries. 
His intensive studies over a per­ 
iod of many years indicates that 
to him. 


DR. BITTNER later gave m e 
these statistics regarding heart 
disease which were quit* start­ 
ling to me. Said he: 
"Five to 10 million people In 
thia country are receiving treat­ 
ment for coronary or other heart 
conditions. There 
are also 60 
milion peoplt in this nation out 
of a population of 168 million 
persons who arc most susceptible 
to heart conditions. Rem em ber.” 
Dr. Bittner stated,” that people 
living tn sun countries such a t 
Palm Springs have from 25 per 
cent to 90 per cent less chance 
of suffering from heart disease.” 
We asked Dr. Bittner, who ia 
retired from his practice of sur­ 
gery and who suffered a eornary 
himself, how he conducts hia life 
now. He replied: 


I do not 
consume milk, milk by products, 
and I do not eat any vegetable 
that is not cooked first.
